Street Committee reported as 


follows: 


That it would be advisable to allow 
the property owners on Fourth street 
to open the same by private contract. 
They also suggested that the opening 
of Prince street be held in abeyance 
until alter Grove street is opened. 


They also reported that many sewer 
contractors were in the habit of break­ 
ing sewer pipes in order to make con­ 
nections instead of using theY branches. 
They also reoommended that a sanitary 
inspector be appointed to look after 
the plumbing of all new buildings. 
They also desired that contractors fur­ 
nish samples of the rock they intend 
to pave streets with and that the same 
be reported upon by the Street Super­ 
intendent' 
That hereafter all corpora­ 
tions put down water and gas pipes on 
the streets before they are macadami­ 
zed, 
and- that property owners who 
have driveways over the gutters be 
prosecuted if said driveways cause an 
overflow. 


The Electric Light Committee re­ 
ported that the city was not being fur­ 
nished with 2000 candle power lights; 
that the lights from all masts be re­ 
moved and distributed about town and 
that lights be used upon a crane at 
street crossings;,that wherever practic­ 
able arc lights Iff dispensed with and 
incandescent lights with reflectors be 
used 


Trustee Gage stated that he had 
quite a.protest against the removal of 
the masts. 


The report was received and placed 
on file, 


Tne License Committee 
reported 
favorably upon the application and 
bonds of A. Blumberg to conduct a 
saloon and the license was granted. 


The Health Officer asked that action 
upon the ordinance 
governing 
the 
rules of health be postponed until he 
could be present, he having l>een ill 
during the past week. 


The 
President reported that East 
Berkeley was at the mercy of the fire 
fiend, as the hose there was rotten, 
six lengths having bursted a few days 
ago. 


On 
motion of Trustee Martin the 
Fire and Water Committee were in­ 
structed to purchase $490 worth of 
hose at the lowest market price. 


The committee appointed tn

with the saloon men reported that the 
saloon men would not accept the $100 
but would te3t the validity ot the law 
in the courts.

Another. 


The Bodies of lohn Harbltz the 
Foreman, and Allen E. Butson 


Horribly Mangled. 


Terrible 
Accident.

This morning at about 9 o'clock a 
plow that is used in the nitro-glycerine 
mixing house of the ^Judson 
Powder 
Works, situated on McKeever Hill, 
about two miles north of West Berke­ 


ley, was upon the track in front of the 
carpenter shop and was being repaired 


by the carpenter. Allen E. Butson. 


Just a tew minutes before the ex­ 
plosion occurted Superintendent Ken­ 
nedy passed by and instructed the car­ 
penter not to strike the plow with his 
hammer. 
Butson replied that he had 
washed it carefully and that there was 
no danger. 


A few minutes later an explosion oc­ 
curred and the foreman, John 
Har- 
bitZf and the carpentir, 
Allen E. But­ 
son lost their lives, and 
a teamster 
named Frank Koster was injured 


The cause of the accident was the 
striking of the plow which was covered 
with nitro glycerine. 


Superintendent Kennedy heard the 
explosion and ran at once to the place 
where the carpenter had been working 
and there a scene of horror met his 
gaze. 


The 
carpenter lay near the plow 
dead, with a portion of his head blown 
oft* and both of his eyes blown out, 
while just beyond him lay the foreman, 
John Harbitz, writhing with pain, both 
of his eyes having been blown out and 
being disemboweled, besides having 
pieces of lumber run through his body. 
A little farther away lay Frank Koster 
with a lascerated scalp and an injured 
knee cap. 
The wounded men were 
removed to the office and a physician 
was sent for at once. 
The Coroner 
was also notified. 


Harbitz was alive when Dr. Eastman 
arrived and was conscious but in terri­ 
ble agony. 
Chloroform was adminis­ 
tered and he died three hours after he 
received his injuries. 


There was only nominal damage 
done to the carpenter shop, the door 
being perforated in several places by 
flying portions pf the plow. 
Part of 
the car on wlfich the plow stood was 
shattered 
None of the other build­ 
ings we e injured. ' 


As soon as the Coroner's deputy 
arrived he examined the bodies and 
removed them to Oakland. 
He took 
a watch from Butson's pocket, the case 
being dented and the crystal smashed. 
It had stopped at exactly ten 
minutes 
past nine. 


John Harbitz, the foreman was a 
married man and resided at the corner 
of Sixth and Rose streets. 


Allen Butson, the carpenter was sin­ 
gle and lived at San Pablo. 
' 


Frank Koster resides in the west 
end, and as his injuries are slight he 
will soon be able to return to duty. 


The accident was entirely due to the 
carelessness of the 
carpenter, 
who 
after being cautioned to not strike the 
plow with a hammer did so and lost 
his life, as well as causing the death of 
the foreman. 


The noise of the explosion was not 
heard one-half a block from the works 
and but very few people were aware ol 
the accident. 


The 
GAZETTE was soon informed 
and in a few minutes, in company with 
Connie Newell, one of our 
reporters 
was upon the scene of the accident. 


The Coroner's inquest will be held 
this evening and then some further in­ 
formation may be obtained.

Every mail inhabitant of the State, over 
twenty-one and under 60 years of age, ex­ 
cept paupers, insane persons and Indiana, 
not taxed, must annually pay a poll tax of 
two dollars, provided the same be paid be­ 
tween the first M nday in March and the 
first Monday in July, then it shall be three 
dollar*. 


SEC. 
3 8 4 6 of the Political Code makes it 
the duty of the Assessor to "demand Poll 
Tax of every person liable therefor, and on 
the neglect or refusal of such persons to pay 
he must collect by seizure and sale of any 
personal property owned by such person." 


Under sections 4 2 9 to 4 3 4 every person 
who refuses to give his own name or the 
name of any person in his employ, or who 
in any* manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of his deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty »f a misdemeanor, and 
liable to a tine of $ 5 0 0 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both suoh tine and im­ 
prisonment. 


Only those persons under twenty-one of 
over sixty years of age are exempt. 
Poll 
Tax must be paid on demand.
